Jonger one for supremacy, but for existence, 
After considering the causes of England's 
supremacy inthe industrial and commercial 
worlds, and stating that the dream of 
Cobden, to sca freo trade tho rule of the 
world's commercial cxchange, still awaited 
realization, he pointed out that the con- 
trary of what was expected had taken place, 
and that there was now scarcely a country 
that had not ouly incronsed the number of 
articles subject to duty, but also the amount 
of the various duties. Tho results were 
that, ss regards France, English oxports 
to that country had declined from 
£17,000,000 par anmum for the peried 
1870-1874 to £13,000,000 for the 1805-99 
poriéd, whereas imports had ri from 
£12,000,000 in the 1854-68 périod to 
£61,000,000 for the 1895-1899 poriod. He 
thought that British trade was soriously 
declining in France, and that agorite and 
travellers found it more and more difficult 
tomake both ends mect, Thg same’ thing) 
had bappencd with Germany .and the 
United: States as had happened -with 
Frances. Tho object of high tariffa was 
the production uf revenue and thu protec- 
tion of home manufactures, That the high 
tariff policy had. succeeded admirably we 
knew bythe experience of the United States 
and of Germany, our most formidable rivals, 
who had riot only. beaten us out of the 
foreign markets, but hnd even invaded our 
own islunds and were benting us at home. 
The Americana, not satisfied with thoir 
successful tariff policy, lad devised a new 
acheme, which was intended to oust even 
the Germans, and leave Amarica the pur- 
veyor of the world. He meaut the trast 
system. Huthen proceeded to show the 
working of ‘trusts, “thet pooling’ of firms, 
the improvements of each in its practical 
sphere owing to the accretion of fresh capi- 
tal, the removal of a too keen competition 
through the regulation of ‘prices by the 
trust, and tho crushing of those ‘who tri 
‘to hold out. Tho {00 more important 
trusts in the United States represented the 
fabulous total uf £2,000,000,000. 

Mr. Robortson then. showed -the evil 
effect of the trast system, vpon private 
initiative, owing to the fact that those 
who find employment under it aro limited 
to the one thing allotted to them and have 
no hope of starting a business of their own, 
‘an the trust would in the end cither absorb 
them or ruin them. He thought that the 
chief zim of the trust was to enrich the 


advancing 

prosperity, Thy created an oligarchy of 
extrenely wealthy men, and maintained a 
dead level of modiocrity in the productive 
chisses by proventing. private initiative 
from developing itself. . Av regards a 
remedy for the evil of trusts, it was dificult 
ta find one, 4 Bill had lately been propus- 
ed to the American Congress providing 
that, when goods were in thé hands of a 
trust the same gools coming from abroad 
should be admitted duty free. He found 
that M. Millorand had suggosted a similar 
reniedy somo time ago with regard to 
‘cornered’ merchandise in France. 

He thought the danger for England was 
that the country would he swamped by the 
surplus production uf Amerjean trusts. In 
that ease England would lave to think 
seriously about ultering her fiscal policy by 
ratriking at bounty-fed produce and nt trust 
production. Great Britain should not be 
mado the dumping-ground of the surplus 
products of highly-protected or trust- 
managed cuuntries. Considering the con- 
ditions which were manifesting thomsclves 
in the commercial world, ho thought that 
Engl-nd should look out fur some way of 
protecting herself by ler fationis, For he 
didnotthinkthat-eventechnical edacation | 
was any safeguard against the kind uf eom- 
pet tion with which wo wero threatened. 
He would suggest as a beginning an export 
duty on coal, which was a necessary for
